WE Suip, CABBAGE AND ONION PLANTS FROM OCTOBER | TO May 15. 

EARLY JERSEY WAKEFIELD: This is the earliest pointed cabbage grown. 

LARGE CHARLESTON WAKEFIELD: Similar to Early Jersey Wakefield, 
but two weeks later in maturing and weighs twice as much. 

ALL HEAD EARLY: Well named, early, flat, large, reliable. 

HENDERSON SUCCESSION: Medium to large size, solid, and a reliable 
header. A good second early Cabbage of the round head type. 

LATE FLAT DUTCH: Produces a large solid head, and is a splendid keeper.
